the end that shippers inay avail themselves ot all 
railor part rail and part water routes of the 
country; for the prevention of such pooling ar- 
rungemeunts and agreements to refrain from just 
competition as may teud io impose unreasonable 
rden upon such commerce between the States; 
or the protection of such commerce against un- 
t exactions, bused on class securities, common- 
denomimated “watered stocks;’ and for the 
promotion of the true interests of both the 
corporations employed in such transportation and 
the peopie and locatities engaged in such com- 
merce, by the entorcement of the principles here- 
inbefore statea, and thereby induce harmony and 
stability ia the affairs of such corporations, the 
people aud the localities.”

PROPERTY OF THE PROPAGANDA. 


Mgr. Capel Protests Against the-Action 
of the Italian Government. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Vispateh. 

New York, April 17.—Mgr, Capel delivered an 
address last evening atthe rooms ofthe Xavier 
Union, No. 20 West Twenty-seventh street. The 
subject of hig discourse was “The Spoilation of 
the Propaganda.” In introducing the lecturer 
Mr. Morgan J. O'Brien, the president of the 
Union, referred in glowing terms to bis ability. 
Upon stepping to the desk Mgr. Capel was re- 
ceived with prolonged applause. He said: 

“It would be very difficult for me in ranning 
through the history of my life, and more particu- 
arly in reviewing my visit to your United States, 
to hit upon an occasion which ever afforded me 
greater pleasure than I now feel in again coming 
among you, half by Invitation and half by sug- 
gestion, to discuss the question I have to treat, 
The fact bears relating that wherever or what- 
ever the Jatholic may e be, be 
he fervent or lax, when there 
is a question of his faith 


he will fight for it and even die for tt. Ineed no 
further imroduction than the announcement 
made by your president. It is a grand thing for 
us to find that Catholic laymen are ready to up- 
hold toe interests of their church. The church is 
orc.anized, it is true, undér us twelve great dis- 
tiuctive provinces, guided and ruled by the arch- 
bishups. Every parish is a unit in the church. 1 
see no means of the church becoming a social 
except by means of unions such 
yours. I. dispute the right of

Upon the conclusion of the address res- 
olutions were read by Mr. Franklin H. Churchill 
denouncing the action of the Italian Government 
in the matter of confiscailug the propaganda Prop- 
erty.

Report of the State Agricultural So- 
clety—A Big Yield Predictéd. 

San FRANCISOO, April 17.—Edwia F. Smyth, 
Secretary of the State Agricultural Society, sub- 
mits the following as his conclusion concerning 
the California wheat crop, from advices up to 
April 11: “From present indications the yield 
will exceed thai of 1880, and without some unfore- 
seen element overtakes the crop, it will exceed 
that of last year 60 per vent. The only fear now 
is the usual north winds that sweepjthe Sacra. 


mento and San Juan Valleys in May and June. 
Should these winds prevail while the grain is the 
lust stage of maturity, the yield will be materiaily 
lessened.

A GIRL'S FREAK. 


One of the Visitation Convent 
Students Missing. 

Cora Weber Disappears. Leaving a Note 
Saying She’ Will be Found in the River 
--How the Nuns Punish Kleptomania 
--Theories to Account for the Girl's 
Whereabouts--What Her Parents Say. 


Early yesterday morning Miss Cora Weber of 
Atchison, Kansas, a pupil in attendance at the 
Visitation Convent, Nineteenth and Cass avenue. 
mysteriously disappeared. In response to the 
breakfast bell the young ladies assembled 
in the prefectory, and it was 
then discovered that Miss Weber 
was not at her usual place. On revisiting the 
dormitory it was found that she had dressed and 
left there.

There is no mistaking the lesson of the 
Peoria Convention.

+ We wish Democracy could learn the lesson 
which came by iustinct to these Illinois Re- 
publicans. No Republican aske another 
whe#fier he is a Free Trader or a Protection- 
ist. A national campaign is at hand, and 
the only question is whether a man is a Re- 
publican or not. Any Republican can think 
what he pleases about the tariff. It is an 
important question, but not all important. 
It is more important than the question of the 
American hog, but itis not as important as 
the question of success in the national cam- 
paign. At any rate, it is not the question of 
the hour, and no matter what estimate indi- 
vidual Republicans may place on its Im- 
portance, they are perfectly willing to wait 
for a settlement until the more important 
question of national success is disposed of. 

This is a lesson which Democracy seems 
unable to learn, While Republicans are 
sinking their minor differences in the grand 
issue, Democrats have agreed to wholly dis- 
regard the great issue of next November and 
fight out a little political Armageddon among 
themselves beforehand over the tariff.

OHIO PIPE LINES. 

We have been assdring the public for 
some time past that the Democratic majority 
in the Ohio Legislature was not under the 
control of the Standard Oil Company, and 
we regret to say that some new doubt has 
been thrown on the subject by the treatment 
of a bill to charter a new pipe line to com- 
pete with that of the Standard Oil Company 
from the oil regiong,to Cleveland. 

With a pipe line, the gfeat monopoly de- 
livers oil in Cleveland at 10 cents—not only 
all that can be transported through the 
pipes, but the railroads are thus forced to 
carry oil for the Standard at pipe-line rates, 
while charging competing refiners 30 cents. 
The courts have decided that the rail- 
roads cannot lawfully discriminate thus 
between the Standard and its competitors 
in business, but the decision canndt protect 
the aforesaid competitors, because there are 
so many ways of hiding the discrimination 
under rebates or by quantity contracts and 
such like devives. 

When the competing refiners asked the 
Ohio Legislature for a charter to lay a pipe 
line that would enable them to meet the 
Standard on equal terms, a fight was made 
against it so bitter and riotous as to indicate 
that there was a good deal of red-hot bribery 
going on. The bill was first beaten in the 
House, and then reconsidered and passed. 
The effort to bring it up in the Senate pro- 
duced unseemly bickerings with charges 
and counter charges of skull-duggery, and 
was finally defeated by the opposition of the 
President pro tem who managed to hold the 
bill pack till the fixed hour for the adjourn- 
ment of the session left it to go over as un- 
finished business. . 

The Standard Oil organs insist that this 
bill was a mere money making and black- 
mailing scheme, and that the Opposition to 
it came from the raliroads and not from 
Standurd Oil influence. We hope tnis ex- 
planation may turn out to be true, but. 
whether it is true or false, we regret that 
circumstances should in any respect favor 
the greasy aspersions with which the present 
Democratic ascendency in Ohio has been as-

The Broadhead—McLean Contest. 

From the National Republican, Washington, April 15. 

Hon. James O. Broadhead, sitting member of 
the House from the Ninth District of Missouri, 
has obtained a temporary leave of absence. (Cf 
Mr. Broadhead would urge the Committee on 
Elections to make a report on the contested case 
of McLean against Broadhead, he might obtain 
an indefinite leave of absence without leaving 
his seat vacant. He claims to have been elected 
by a majority of two votes, but this result was ar- 
rived at by rejecting twenty-five ballots which 
were offered by legally qualified voters. The 
proof offered upon this point by the contestant, 
Dr. McLean, abpears to be absolutely conclusive. 
The only ground left for Mr. Broadhead to stand 
upon is the allegation of fraud at one of the St. 
Louis precincts. where the judges and clerks were 
Mr. Broadhead’s political friends, and where there 
could have been no fraud unjess it was perpe- 
trated for his benefit. The testimony shows that 
no fraud was committed, but Mr. Broadhead now 
hangs his case on the assumption that his parti- 
sans committed a fraud for the benefit of the 
other side, and asks that the returns from this 
precinct be rejected. It is not surprising that Mr. 
Broadhead is anxious to delay the final determin- 
ation of the case. The House in the case of Man- 
zanares against Luna unseated the contestee in 
his absence. Assuming that the evidence pre- 
sented in Dr. McLean’s brief is true, no injustice 
would be done Mr. Broadhead if he was dealt 
with in the same way.

LIBBY PRISON, | 


An Hour’s Conversation With Its 
: Commissary and Quarter- 
master. 


The Libby Warehouses and Their Eqaip- 
‘ment —Belle Isle—Its 12,000 Prisen- 
ers—The Way Gen. Washington's Por- 
trait was Recovered,

the Richmond military prison all during the war.

Gibbs of Florida, an elegaut geutleman, who had 
served with Gen. Winder li ihe Mexican War, 
Was appointed captain of the os The 1,800 
risoners were Kiudly treated by both Gibbs ana 
inder, and were continued there until perhaps 
the following February, when Messrs. Seward 
ana Stanton vpened their hearts and con ented to 
au 3 The Libby warehouses were then 
ented, d the name changea to Libby 
rison. They consisted of three large bulidings 
admirably situated for a prison. The buildings 
were each 60x100 fect, situated on the corner ol 
Cary and Tweutietn streets and fronting on the 
James River. They were three stories high on 
the Cary street side, and four on the river. front. 
They were surrounded by the river on one side, 
and puvlic streets on Lue others, and were conse- 
quegily exsily guarded. The buildings were well 
ventilated and were put in good sanitary condi- 
tiou, bath tuos being put in each room. | remenr 
ber that the expense of this was about $7,500. Inu 
the summer of 1862, at the close of the seven-day’ 
fighting, abou: 12.000 pri-oners Wore captured and 
brougiit to Ric: mond. We had ho place to put 
them, Gen. McClellan would not exchange, and 
we placed them on a beau! iful island ta the James 
River, opposite Richmond, called Belle Isle. You 
ure not old enough to remember that event, but 
Belle isie grew to be a very famons spot 
irom that aud was much talked about.

“PRINCETON’S PRESIDENT, 


Talk With the Distinguished 
Scotch Philosopher on Col- 
legiate Matters. 


- — 
a 


Princeton’s Prospects—The Government 
of College Students—The Question of 
Athletics and College Sports—The Re- 
ception Last Night. 


There are few more marked faces than that of 
Dr. James McCosh, the distinguished philosopher 
and president of Princeton College. Notwith- 
stunding his advanced age and the severe i 
lectual labor which has been hapituai with him, 


1 — witb the heavy responsibilities incident 
to the management of a large institution of learn- 
ing, he retains his strength, clearness of mina 
and physical vigor to a remarkable extent. A 
clear-cut, strong profile,a face g an ex- 
pression of deep concentration framed in 
hair and side whiskers, a 
large figure with a decided  stoo 
in the shoulders frequently noticeable in men of 
studious lives, make up a personality which 
would command notice under any circumstances. 
Dr. MceCosh is rather a forcible than a fluent 
talker, his sentences being thrown out in a dis- 
jointed way as if each one was the result of a 
separate train of thought. “I have just come 
down from Omaha, where I had a very pleasant 
reunion with some of my old students, and where 
we succeeded in forming an Alumni association,“ 
said he to a Post-DISPATCH reporter who 
met him yesterday at the residence of Judge 8. 
M. Breckinridge, where be was escorted when he 
arrived in the morning, and where he remained 
DURING HIS VISIT HERE. 

Speaking of his college he continued: 

“Princeton never was in better condition. We 
have facilities for giving\.nearly every branch of 
instruction now, the necessary buildings, appli- 
ances and professors. Since I came to the col- 
lege as president fifteen years ago the num ber 
of professurs has been increased from eighteen 
to forty, with liberal endowments, 
and vast improvements - have 
made inevery way. Since that time there has 
been three millions of dollars expended in bulid- 
ings, endowment of professorships and in the pur- 
chase of needful apparatus. A number of new 
branches of great importance have been estab- 
lished, among which is the school of ph 193 
for which a great deal has been done by Mrs. 

L. Stuart’s gift of $150,000. We have a splendid 
preparatory school at Princeton, under 
an excellent and trained instructor, 
Mr. Bishop, and at Lawrenceville 
a few miles distant, a magnificent school has been 
projected through the liberality of the Greens of 
Trenton, N. J. From a halt to one million dol- 
lars has been donated for it and it will be estab- 
lished on the plan of the Englisn schools with 
professors equal in every respect to our college 
·˖[“T and receiving the same pay. The 

uildings have. already been planned and laid 
gut.“ 

Doctor, how do the American colleges com- 
pare with the European institutions?“ 

“I consider the higher class of American col- 
leges, such as Harvard, Yale and Princeton,equal 
in every respect to the European colleges, and I 
think a vast amount of progress has been made 
in the thoroughness and extent of their courses 
of instruction, Princeton is not a 
university, and probably will ‘not 
be under my administration. whatever 
it may in time become, but in law, medicine and 
the other professions besides the general colle- 
giate education, we can give 9pportunities for se- 
lection of studies which furnish all except the 
special technical knowledge necessary to the 
practice of the profession.” 

OF THE RKCENT DIFFICULTIES 
at Princeton, Dr. McOCosh said that it was the 
work of several unprincipled men who dexterously 
excited the students by means of an anony- 
mous letter, but that a perfect 
understanding had been arrived at between the 
fuculty and the students andthe college was 
never quieter than at present. Dr. McCosh has 
taken à prominem part in the discussion of the 
subjects of the proper government of yonng men 
at College and the scope to be given to athietics 
and sports. On these important matters he 
has sent out a circular to 
friends of the institution giving his 
own osition with respect to h of 
them. Heis himself an ardent believer in ath- 
letics when moderately and sensibly indulged in. 

On the subject of government be said: “There 
are colleges wbich are conducted on the principle 
that the authorities shouuld take no charge of its 
young men except to see that they attend recita- 
tions and pass final examinations, Iam not pre- 
pared to go to this length, I think it 
would be wrong to take young men 
of, say, 16 years of age from under parental con- 
trol, and leave them entirely to themselves, sub- 
ject to all the temptations which lie in the path- 
way of young men away from home without any 
restraint at all. It would be a relief to the pro- 
fessors not to have charge of them, but it is not 
right. Things have come toa crisis on this sub- 
ject in this country. and the question of care or 
ho care will soon be decided by the most in- 
fluential institutions.” 

— do you think the proper course to pur- 
sue?’ 

“I do not believe in a system of espionage and 
suspicion. Students should be treated as men 
and as gentlemen, but there should be a general 
superintendence of their conduct. 

SPYING WOULD ONLY ENGENDER DECEIT, 

in which game doubtless the students would win. 
It is not necessary to resort to such a system. A 
young man will show in the character of his 
work and his general conduct whether 
he is idle or inclined to dissipation. In 
such a case he would be warned and corrected in 
a Kindly spirit.“ 

oe me your ideas onthe question of ath- 
etics?’ 

“J am not an extremistinthat either. I believe 
in gymnastics and sports at the college. There 
are no evils that I Know of in the gymnastics pur- 
sued under our instructor in the gymnasium 
nor in healthy and interesting sports 
on the college grounds. These are 
excellent forthe students, but Ido not wish to 
see sports exalted above other important — 4 
of a collegiate course. There are great eviis in 
many or the athletic contests between the col- 
leges, especialy ig great cities. There are ele- 
ments which enter into them that I do not like. 
Some students devote their whole attention to 
them to the exclusion of their proper duties, Es- 
pecially do not like rofession- 
al training, and this professional element 
which is entering into sports otherwise valueless. 
Betting and association with gamblers and pro- 
fessionals may be meutioned here. I tried to ob- 
tain a concert of action between the lead'ug col- 
leges, but, although Harvard came to an under- 
standing und joined With us, yet we were unable 
to bring in some of the others, ana the plan fell 
through: Lam in hopes that there will a 
strong public opinion, on the part of parents es- 
— on the right side of both of these ques- 
tious.” 

One especial object in which Dr. McCosh is in- 
terested ip just now is the foundation of a school 
of art at Princeton and the erection of a fire-proof 
building for art objecis. In this case the magnil- 
icent collection of pottery and art works ow 
by Mr. W. C. Prime of New York will de secured 
to the college. Some ot thé money necessary has 
already been secured,
